Fire in Shanghai. 


“Whilst the Dorsetshire was in 
Shanghai ' ‘on Thursday last, a fire 
oceurred, on bord in the empty 
water tanks usually used in cool: 
ing the engines, Through gallant, 
work by officers amd crew of the 
vessel,” fivé Chinese ‘coolies, who 
had éntered to make some repairs, 
wore. brought out after they were 
overcéme by smoke and fumes, 

Just what happened has ‘not 
been stated definitely as it’ is 
understood that the victims were 
too badly overcome to be able ‘to 
make an accurate report, The 
coolies had gone inside to put the 
tanks ‘in condition for the long 
trip Home. ‘As those acquainted 
with ‘ship ‘construction fully are 
aware, entry to the tanky is diffi- 
cult, owing to -their peculiar, con- 
struation, beeatise steel, supports 
running laterally above the keel, 
through 
small holes cut through them, The 
lateral supports’ connect the ribs 
of the ship. te 

The men had entered the cham- 
her, and, apparently were at work, 
when their distress was noticed by 
foreigners at work in the engine 
room. .

“T swear by Apollo the Physician | 
and Asclepiug and Hygieia and 
Panacea, invoking all the gods and 
goddesses to be. my witnesses, 
that I will fulfil this Oath and-this 
written covenant to the best’of my 
power and of my judgment, 

“T-svill look upon him who’ shall 
have taught me this‘art even as on 
nine own.parents; I will share 
with him my substance and supply 
his necessities, if he be in-need; I 
will regard hig offspring even ‘as 
my own brethren and will teach 
them this art, if they desire to 
loarn it, without fee or covenant, 
I will impart it by precept, by lec- 
ture and by all other manher“of 
teaching, not only to my own-sons ], 
but ,also” to the sons of him who 
has taught me; and-to disciples 
bound by covenant and ‘oath ac- 
cording'to the law of the physi- 
cians, but. to none other.
